NRCS Portion—take amount allocated

and multiply it by 10 and divide by 12.

This will give you the amount you have
to spend between Sept 21 and June 30
2022. Divide this amount by 10 for the
recommended monthly reimbursement

Contribution Agreements

State Portion—take amount allocated
and divide by 12. This will give you the
amount you should request each month
between July 1 2021 and June 30 2022.
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Example---NRCS
12,000 allocation should have been
12,000 (10/12)= 10,000

10,000 divided by 10 months= $1000 per
month.
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Contribution Agreements

Example---NRCS
S9,000 allocation should have been
9,000 (10/12)= $7,500

$7,500 divided by 10 months= $750 per
month.
